DEMONSTRATIONS. APPIAH SAID HE TOOK NO ACTION BUT BELIEVES 
SEALS AT CHANCERY AND RESIDENCE MAY HAVE BEEN TAKEN DOWN. 
APPIAH SAYS AMONOO REPLIED AMBIGUOUSLY TO ACCRA THAT TWO 
SEALS REMAIN IN PLACE. 

3. APPIAH BADLY SHAKEN MARCH 20 WHEN TOLD BY KROBO EDUSEI 
THAT NRC HAS DECIDED WITHDRAW REQUEST FOR AGREMENT OF 
QUARM DUE TO FEBRUARY 24 INCIDENT. APPIAH HAD BEEN 
JUBILANT IN RECENT DAYS AFTER HEARING OF HIS PROMOTION AND 
OF PROSPECTIVE TRANSFER OF AMONOO, WITH WHOM HIS RELATIONS 
REMAIN STRAINED. 

4. DEPARTMENT HAS RECEIVED NO PREVIOUS REPORT OF ANY INCI- 
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DENT AT EMBASSY AND IS SKEPTICAL OF EDUSEI’S ALLEGED STATE-
